Tho other method is to carefully pre- 
pare the ground as early inthe spring as 
possible ; dig holes as before, in rows three 
feet apart and two feet apart in tho row ; 
fill the hole with manure; cover with soil, 
and plant onthe surface, three seeds ina 
hill; and cover an inch in depth. Let | 
them grow until the plants are three inches 
in height, then remove the smallest to some 
other place, as they may be wanted to fill 
vacancies. The cuitivation should be the 
same asia the other method. By sowin 
the seed where the plants are to stand, it 
saves transplanting, which of a necessity 
checks the growth of the young plants, 

Liguid manure is excellent for cabliazes, 
and ashes tend to make them grow thrifty : | 
and when the plants are small, it is an ob- 
ject to force them forward as fast as _pos- 
sible beyond the reach of insects, that soine- 
times destroy the best efforts of the farmer, 
and the crop proves a failure; but with 
liberal manuring, good cultivation, and 
proper soil, and a watcliful eve on the 
young plants, a good crop is almost cer-| 
tain.

THE KITCHEN GARDEN, 

Prune all fruit trees not yet done. 
Any are to be planted, let the ground De | 
prepared, so thatthey may be gotin as soon } 
as the spring weather is sufliciontly ad-| 
vanced to render it Rt to remeve them. 

Strawberries may be planted the end of 
this, or the beginning of next month, ac- 
cording to the situation and tha weather. 
Old beds that were covered over in the fall, 
should be uncovered as seon as the severe 
weather is past, and the earth between the 
plants should be stired three inches deep 
with a garden fork. 

Rasberries laid down in the full should 


| be uncovered, and the canes tied up for 


bearing. 

As soon as tho frost permits according 
to the locality, the grownd should be dug 
over ard manured, preparatory to getting 
in thecrops. Butitis better, if the ground 
iis very wet, to wait a few days, for it works 
to better advantags when mot saturated 
with water. 

Unless seed has been sown in frames for 
early crops, that should mow be done im- 
mediately ;especially Lettuce, Early York, 
and early Ox heart Cabbage. 

Radishes may bo sown ina warm border | 
as soon as it can be got ready. 

In a hot bed Tomatoes, Egg-Plants, 
Peppers, and other things that may be} 
wanted early, may be sown. 

Cabbage avd Cauliflower plants that 
hare been kept in frames all through avin- 
ter, shoul] be thined out to give them room, 
and the earth between those left stirred an 
inch or two deep. The plants taken ont 
may be put into another frame to stand a 
few weeks, till they can be planted out, or 
they may be put in rows six. inches apart, 
and be protected at night with boards or 
some litter scattered over them. . 

Potatoes for tho early crop, may, in 
many places, be planted towards the end 
ofitlre month. 

Spinach, Turnips, Radishes, Peas, Mus- 
tard, Lettuce, Calhbages of vations sorts 
and Parsley, may be sown in small quan- 
t.tios for first crops, or to follow plantanow 
in frames of the same sort. 

Asparagus beds may ‘have a ood dresk- 
ing of salt, (a pint to every square yard,) 
and the litter |e on im the fall should 
now be forked undor the surfioe ; butowith 
care, 60 as not to injure the crowns of the 

lants. 

Rhubarb beds not forcing, may be troat- 
ed in the same way, (except the salt.) 

Torb beds may be sown Sage, Summor 
and Winter Savery, Thyme, Sweet Major- 
am, Mint and Pennyroyal ate tho most use- 
ul.

Catherine Brennan, sisters, and Ellen 
M'Fadden, None of these girls were mar- 
ried; but were the support of widdowed 
mothers, who were rushing wildly about 
the conflagration, calling in vain for their 
daughters. Anderson, wo regret to say, 
leaves a wife and one child to mourn his 
loss. Thoro is no knowledge ns to the 
origin of the fire; but it was discovered 
among somo loose manila, tow, & it 
must either have been from spontaneous 
combustion, or from the sparks of some 
passing steamboat, We regret to say that 
Mr, Converse will bo n heavy loser, as he 
is only partially insured, It is painful to 
seo such a large structure as this one was 
and full of infiunimable material, and only 
one stair, by which perons could escape in 
case of fire; and unfortunately the fire or- 
iginated in its immediate vicinity. The 
men at work on the fourth story escaped 
by the repo used for hoisting up heavy ar- 
ticles} but so speedy was the progress of 
the flames, that all could not escape by this 
rope; and x man named Sutherland jamp- 
ed from the fourth story, and was considera- 
bly injured. Ho was taken to the Montreal 
Genoral Hospital. < 
Tho ropewalk being beyond the city 
limits, and some distance form any fire en- 
gine station, and as no alarm was given till 
f little aftersmoke made its appearance, a8 
for some time it was thought to be from 
toambonts on the canal, the building was 
all but entirely consumed before the Fire 
brigade reached the spot. Before the arri- 
yal of the firemon an attempt was made by 
many machines in the neighborhood to cut 
off the connection in the long ropewalk at 
three different places but before anything 
like a breach could be made, the fire over- 
took them, and tho whole is now a heap 
of ruins. The total loss will not be less

THE PERILS OF THE BORDER, 


While reading recently an account of the | 
frightful massacre of several white familicn by 
tho Black-foot Indians, wo wore romindod of a 
thrilling event which occurred in the “* Wild 
West,” a short timo subsequent to the Revolu- 


tion, in which a highly accomplished young la- 
dy, tho daughter of n distinguished officer of 
the American Army, played nn important part 
The story being of tho most thrilling nature, 
and exhibiting in a striking manner tho “ Perils 
of the Border,” we have conoluded to give an 
extract from it, as originally peblished, as fol- 
lows ;-— | 

The angle on tho right bankof the Great | 
Kanawha, formed by its junction with the | 
Obio, is called Point Pleasant, and is a 
place of historical note. Here, on the 10th 
of October, 1774, during what is known as 
Lord Dunmore's War, was fought one of 
the fiercest and most desperate battles that 
ever took place between the Virginians and 
their forest foes. 

After the battle in question, in which 
the Indians were defeated with great loss, 
a fort was here erected by the victors, which 
became a post of great importance through- 
out the savguinary scenes of strife which 
almost immediately followed, and which in 
this section of the country were continued 
for many years after that establishment of 
peace which acknowledged the United Col- 
onies of America a free and independent 
nation, 

At the landing of the fort, on the day 
our story opens, was fastened a flat-boat of 
the kind used by tho early nayigators of 
the Western rivers. 

Upon the deck of this boat, at the mo- 
ment we present the scene to the reader, 
stood five individuals, alike engaged in 
watching a group of persons, mostly females, 
who were slowly approaching the landing. 
OF these five, one was a stout, sleek negro, 
in partial livery, and evidently a houre or 
body servant; three were boatmen and 
borderers, as indicated by their rough

NARROW ESCAPE OF ronty pensoxs, 

Last ovening ata quartor before five 
o'clock, a large mass of rocks and earth 
extending somo fifty or sixty feet across the 
{ face of the precipice, below, and just oppo- 
site the centre of Durham Terrace, gave 
} way with a rumbling noise, and slid down 
till itcame in contact with an immense 
four story stone and brick ont-building in 
| rear of the premises of Mr, Beaupres, bet- 
tor known as Rae's buildings, in Suos le 
Fort street, Lower Town. Atthe instant 
the first noiso was heard, there were twelve 
women and about thirty 1nen actively em- 
ployed at the shoe-making business in dif- 
ferent apartments of the building, As they 
heard the rumbling noiso, especially at the 
southward, and felt the ground and walls 
shake around them, they fled precipitately 
to the northern end of the building, where 
they soon escaped by the staircase Into the 
lower stories, and then into the yard, 
While they were descending the stairs, a 
crash of falling masonry and broken tim- 
bers took place in the garret. over their 
heads, and then all was quiet. ‘The rock 
had lodged against and forced through 
parts of the wali, and abont a dozen of cart 
loads only, of earth and stone were pro- 
jected across the garret floor, but for the 
time the damage has ended there.

ally resent these proceedings as so many 
national insults, and call upon the Federal 
Government to lose no time in taking any 
measures, however extreme, that may lead 
tothe immediate discontinuance of proceed- 
ings which they regard as highly of- 
fensive. So much has been heard at vari- 
ous times, of alledged “outrages” of a 
similar nature, but which have proved on 
examination to be gross exaggerations, that 
it has become necessary to receive state- 
ments of this nature with considerable cau- 
tion; but if the following extract, ‘taken 
from the New York Herald of Satur- 
day last, be correct, it would appear that 
our neighbors have got hold of a real griev- 
ance at last :— 

“The British cruisers in the Gulf are 
still active in their demonstrations against 
our commerce. Two additional instances 
of outrage to American vessels are given 
in to-day’s paper. The bark Glenburn, at 
Havana from Antwerp, reported on her ar- 
rival that she had been boarded by a British 
Naval Officer, who asserted that he had 
orders to board and search all vessels sail- 
ing off the Cuban cost. Capt. Gage, of the 
bark W. H. Chandler, which arrived at this 
port yesterday, reports that while lying 
in the harbor of Sagua la Grand, his ves- 
vel was boarded by the second liéntenant 
of the Styx, who made a thorough examin- 
ation of the ship and her papers. He also 
boarded and searched all the other vessels 
in the port, most of which belonged to the 
United States. This conduct aroused the 
indigeation of the authorities of Sagua la 
Grande, and the port Captain drew up a 
protest against the action ofthe British 
nayal officer, to which the masters of the 
searclied vessels affirmed their signatures. 
Our cormsapondent at Havana, whose letter 
Wo publish clsewhere, in connection with 
an account of thy visit to Capt. Garo's ves: 
sel, gives us somo additional facts rels 
to the outrage committe lately by a British 
cruiser on the schooner Cortez, The pass- 
ports of several passengers on board the 
Cortez were kept by the British command: 
er, who refused to return thom, Annexed 
is a brief record of the operations of the 
British in the Gulf during the past three 
weeks :—Ship Tropic Bird fired into, board- 
ed and searched; schooner Cortez seized 
and now detained at Inagua: schooner N. 
B. Borden fired into, boarded and searched ; 
schooner Mobile fired into, boarded and 
searched ; brig Robert Whig fired into 
boarded and searclied; barque Glenburn 
overhauled at sea, and barque W. H.Chan- 
dler boarded and searched while lying at 
anchor in the port of Sagua la Grande.— 
In Congress yesterday the Senate nnani- 
mously adopted a resolution calling on the 
President to communicate any information 
which may have been received relative to 
the seizure of American vessels by foreign 
cruisers, and also what measures if any have 
been taken in relation thereto.”

Monrsoxs.—An English girl named Eliza- 
beth Cotton, who was induced to join the 
Mormons and emigrate fo Salt Lake, writes 
homo as follows:—*I am afiaid I shall 
nover seo you again, butstill [live in hopes.

What thoy preach abontis—, thieving, and 
cutting anybody's throat, and if you ask 
anything aboutit you are told it is none of 
your d—d business. I know of one young 
Woman of fifteon, who had four husbands 
in five months, and that gives you an idea 
of Mormonism, Ann Jubb came along 
with us across the plains, and when she 
| got to Salt Lake there were so many men 
| running after her thatshe got married, and 
| ix the second wife, and they call her Ann 
Webb, but sho is far from being comforta- 
ble, and would be glad to be back again. 
Tf T wasin Mogland and any Mormon elder 
| came to the house where I was, I would 
give him a pretty warm reception. Mor-

The time of the House during the present 
session has been almost entirely consumed | 
in examining witnesses, in relation to the 
frauds and villainies perpetrated in different 
sections of the Province at the last clections, 
Though this mode of conducting these con- | 
troyered elections has Leon not only tedfons | 
bat expensive to the country, still it were 
tnich better, that even this mode of bring- 
ing out the trath should have been adopted, 
with all its costs and interference with the 
business of the country, than the guilty par- 
ties should have escaped. 

In the examination of theso witness, party 
Was a8 much displayed as at the elections; 
nor did it stop hore. When the Government | 
brouglit forward their resolutions to punish 
the guilty ones, a certain section of the 
House was fonnd opposing them, because 
they provided for the punishment of those 
who wero shown to be culpably guilty of 
falsifying poll books, making false returns, 
and turning the law of the land into ridicule, 
and treating the administration of the law 
with contempt. In this the Opposition dis- 
played their weakness and contempt of jus- 
tice. But before discussing the action of 
the Honse in this matter, it would be better 
to refer to the mode of conducting the elec- 
tion, and the part played by the member re- 
turned, in the case of the County of Lot- 
binere, in Lower Canada, and his partizans. 
When Parliament was dissolved, and new 
writs issned, O'Farrell, the former member 
for Lotbinere, again offered himself; and 
from the evidence produced, was not over 
scrupulous as to the mode or manner by 
which he shonld carry his election, bnt to be 
elected he was determine), His first step 


deavonr to procure his assistance, by offering 
him £100 to return lim without a contest, 
suggesting that in order to do so, they could 
set their watches “a-head,” open the polls, 
and declare him elected withont opposition. 
Failing in this, he next resorts to eqnally 
guilty and more infamons acts in order to 
secure his return. The first we hear of him, is 
in the Parish of St. Silvester, the scene of 
the Corrigan murder, a fit place for his vil- 
Jainy, where he had little trouble jin finding 
assistance to carry ont his schemes. Here, 
surrounded by his bullies, he intimidated the 
Deputy Returning Officer, who, through 
woakness or design, under the plea of fear, 
allowed every man, boy or child to vote, who 
presented himself, and when the oaths were 
put, the “free and independent” electors 
were sworn upon a yolumn of “Moore's 
Melodies.” Fearing this would not succeed, 
he next sent fora Doctor, from whoim he 
obtained a dose of antimony and other medi- 
cines, with which there is good reason to be- 
lieve, he drugged the Returning Officer, as 
he was taken so ill that he was obliged to 
Jeave the poll, while the poll clerk employed 
his time in writing down names in the poll 
book, which was continued after his (the re- 
turning officer’s) return. After this O'Farrell 
took the poll book from the proper officer, and 
proceeded to the Priests honse, where the ma- 
jority for O'Farrell was still more largely in- 
creased. Tien handed it back to the deputy, 
returning officer, in the presence of the father 
confessor, when the return was sworn to by 
said officer on “Moore's Melodies” In this 
manner O'Farrell succeeded in being declared 
elected, though the Returning Officer, of his 
own will, struck off a large number of names 
which did not appear regularly upon the poll 
book for St. Silvester, Of this O'Farrell did 
not complain, as hosaid he had plenty without 
them. Having thus obtained the honor of 
being dabbed M. P. P., he was prepared to 
go any length to secure the much coveted 
seat ; and consequently, to close the series of 
infainons rascalities, he, while the investiga- 
tion was going on, offered £50 to the saine 
Doctor, from whom he had obtained the me- 
dicine with which to drug the Deputy Re- 
turning Officer, under the ploa of being sick 
himself, to proceed to Toronto and steal the 
poll book of the Township of St.Silvester, 
whore tho infamies had been perpetrated. 
Instead of doing so, however, the Doctor in 
evidence told the whole story, Upon this 
evidence tho Ministry, through tho Attorney 
General East, presented resolutions to the 
House, declaring the Doputy Retarning 
Officer and Poll Clerk of St. Silvester, guilty 
of a gross violation of the privileges of the 
House, and making provisions to have 
thom arrested and punishod, and that 
Mr. O'Farrell should bo expelled, To this 
the Opposition objected, contending that tho 
Doputy Retarning OMocer was not guilty, be- 
cause he actod through fear, This course 
may bo tho better understood whon it is 
known that this officer was. Fronchman,

FLOWER GARDEN. 

Towards the middle of the month finish 
sowing all kinds of annuals, and transplant 
into the borders such as have been started 
in hot-beds—from the middle to the end of 
the month plant out Verbenas, Dablias, 
Scarlet Geraneums, Cupheas, Petuneas, 
Heliotropes, Sylvias, Blocks Asters, Balsam 
and bedding plants generally. Stake and 
tie up carly flowering plants. Turf may 
be laid and grass seed sown. Watering 
attended to in dry weather, especially to 
plants newly removed.—Spectator. 


Roses rrom Currncs.—Any kind of rose 
will root freely from cuttings, if put in a 
little heat, especially bottom heat, and the 
right sorts cf shoots selected. A hot-bed 
is about the most exciting of all beds for 
rooting cuttings, but the end of a green- 
house and just over the flue will do. We 
prefer rooting our cuttingsof all kinds, in 
sure sand, using no soil whatever until the 
slips are perfect plants. 

The Tea, China, and Bourbon rose will 
strike readily enough, if cut under any 
joint, while the Mosses, June, and Hybrid 
Perpetuals, which, not so sure under an or- 
dinary joint, will generally root and are 
certain if selected with a heel. If the tem- 
perature they are to be stuckin is some- 
what cool, say often under 50 °, hialf ripen- 
ed wood should be used, or that just after 
the fire has dropped, but if 60° and over 
can be commanded, then quite new wood 
will root freely. Any rose now in pot, and 
having shoots which are too weak to pro 
duce flowers, or shoots that require cutting 
out to give room to others, may on the 
above principles, be converted into plants, 
and who ever has too many roses? Use 
a piece of glass to cover over the cuttings 
until rooted.—From the Country Genile- 
man. 


PRESERVING BUTTER. 


The farmers of Aberdeen, Scotland, are 
said to practise the following method of cur- 
ing their butter, which gives it A great 
superiority over that of their neighbors— 
Take two quarts of the best common salt, 
one ounce of saltpetre ; take one ounce of 
this composition to one pound of butter, 
work it well into the mass and close it up 
for use. The butter cured with this mix- 
ture appears of a marrowy consistency, and 
fine color, and never acquires a brittle hard- 
ness or tastes salty. Dr. Anderson says: 
‘T have eaten butier cured with the above 
composition, that has been kept for three 
years and it was as at first. It must be 
noted, however, that butter thus cured re- 
quired to stand three weeks or a month be- 
fore it is used. If it is sooner opened, the 
salts are not sufficiently blended with it, and 
sometimes the coldness of the nitre will be 


perceived, which totally disappears after- 
wards.
